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1. FENSKtS, Karl-rleinz, was bom 9 Dec 1912 as a 
Volksdeutscher in Bromberg. He lives at present in Berlin-Schlachtensee, 
Elvira oteig 4a. 

2. up to 1936, subject worked as a painter and was 
concerned with graphics and photography. During the period 1936 to 
1939, FEKSKE, acted as a journalist for German papers in Poland. Ke 
was employed in the x J ropaganda Department of the Gouvernement General 
in Crac®w from 194C to 1945. Subject has been working for the Nord- 
Westdeutsche Kundfunk in Berlin since 1950. 

3. Subject acquired automatically Polish citizenship 
in 1920, but became again a German in 1939. lie is married and has 
three children. 

4. Subject was arrested by the HKTvVD in Ballenstedt 

in Feb 1946 and was held until may 1946, apparently following a denun- 
ciation, due to the fact that his profession had been given in the 
birth certificate of his youngest son as "Hauptschriftleiter. " He 
apparently was able to convince the Soviets that he had chosen the 
designation of "Hauptschriftleiter" because he had been editor of a 
German newspaper in Bromberg prior to 1939 and that his name had not 
been contained in the writers list, given out by the Propaganda 
ministry. He was able to conceal the fact that he had' worked in 
the Press Section of the Gouvernement General. 

5. Subject escaped from Ballenstedt in autumn 1949 and 

went to Berlin.
